HOSPITALS. 

General  :  Loughborough  General  Hospital  and  Leicester 
Royal  Infirmary  are  available. 

Infectious  Diseases  :  Hospitals  are  provided  by  the  Leicester¬ 
shire  County  Council  at  Markfield  (76  beds),  Melton 
(32  beds),  Hinckley  (23  beds)  and  Blaby  (17  beds). 

Smallpox  :  Hospitals  are  provided  by  the  Leicestershire 
County  Council  at  Snarestone  (23  beds)  and  Syston 
(15  beds). 

Tuberculosis  ;  The  Sanatorium  at  Markfield  is  well  equipped 
for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  all  forms  of 
tuberculosis  and  contains  214  beds. 

Operations  on  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  are 
performed  at  Leicester  City  Isolation  Hospital. 

A  number  of  Institutions  including  the  following  are 
available  for  the  treatment  of  cases  from  the  County  of 
Leicester — City  General  Hospital,  Leicester  ;  Harlow 
Wood  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Mansfield  ;  Warwickshire 
Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Coleshill. 

Maternity  :  Glencoe  Nursing  Home,  Coalville  ;  Radmoor 
Nursing  Home,  Loughborough  and  Somerville  Nursing 
Home,  Loughborough,  are  much  used  by  residents  from 
this  area. 

Leicester  Royal  Infirmary  and  Loughborough  Hospital 
are  available  for  cases  requiring  institutional  treatment. 
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Children  are  admitted  to  Leicester  Royal  Infirmary  and 
Loughborough  General  Hospital.  Warwickshire  Orth¬ 
opaedic  Hospital  is  also  available  for  orthopaedic  cases. 

Other  delicate  and  ill-nourished  children  (3 — 5)  are  admitted 
to  the  Children’s  Convalescent  Home,  Woodhouse  Eaves. 
Cases  of  scabies  are  removed  to  Melton  Public  Assistance 
Institution. 

Ambulance  Facilities  :  Infectious  cases  are  removed  by 
ambulances  provided  by  the  Leicestershire  County 
Council.  Non-infectious  cases  are  removed  by  ambu- 
hi.nces  provided  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  at 
Loughhorough.  An  interim  ambulance  service  was 
established  in  1945  by  the  County  Council  by 
arrangement  with  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade. 
Collier}^  accidents  are  removed  by  ambulances  provided 
by  the  Leicestershire  Coal  Owners’  Association. 

Clinics  and  4’reatment  Centres  :  Provided  by  County 
Conncil.  Infant  Welfare  Centre  is  held  at  the  Methodist 
Church  Schoolroom.  Orthopaedic  Clinic  is  held  at 
Cripples  Guild,  Packe  Street,  Loughborougli.  The 
Tuberculosis  Officer  attends  at  John  Street,  Lough¬ 
borough,  Artificial  Pneumothorax  treatment  i^  gHen  at 
John  Street,  Loughborough. 

Nursing  In  Home  :  General  nursing  in  home  is  provided  by 
a  Resident  District  Nurse  under  supervision  of  the 
Leicestershire  Nursing  Association  and  aided  by  local 
voluntary  contributions. 

A  full  time  midwife  under  Leicestershire  County 
Council  is  resident  in  the  district. 

Health  Visitors  :  This  is  provided  by  the  County  Council 
and  the  work  of  the  Health  Visitor,  School  Nurse  and 
Tuberculosis  Officer  is  combined  in  a  single  appoint¬ 
ment.  The  Visitor’s  reports  are  available  to  me  and  I 
can  always  depend  on  her  willing  co-operation.
